Tho Barl of Onslow said that-he was uot sure 
prisod. considering. the interest shown by tho pur 
dlio, that the question had been raised. The ove 
‘was 9 vary poculiar on, for which there was no 
preondont, The Seorstary, of Stato was ealled 
‘Upon to pronoanos an opinion in a gurst-judiciat 
capacity on acase which had boan partly heard 
- in Mauritins, and where tho Commissioner had’ 
not heard the casa of the Lientenant- Governor, 
the principal official who had bronght charies 
acainat the Governor, nor the defanca of the 
Governor himself. He fett somo diffienlty in 
oxplaining to the House thie exnot reasons which 
Jed the Seerstary of State to coms to this coa- 
olusion. Ale had aot_had' tho adyontace which _| 
had'beon enjoyed by tho Seorstary of Stato of 
hosting Sir J, Pops Hennessy in his defenco for 
saven- days.

this, Cortain distinct specific and grave chargus 
wore formally made avainst Sir J. Pope Hen- 
nossy by five elected mombera of the Connell of 
Goverment, the most spriqua of which wero 
what were desoribod as overt acts—vis.

Thena Royal Commission was apptint- 
ed, and Sir Horonlos Robinson, who had had an 
oxporidnos of more then 35 years aga colonial, 
Gorarnor. consented to a1 to his alraaly onerons 
daties of High Commissionor in Soath, Africa, 
Gorerner of tha Cape of Good Hone and of Bri-

gy's appointment 4o tho Governorship of Manyi- 
tins. Thon_it_had. bron said that there ware 
some political considerations which had inflaeno- 
ad the Sccratary of State. Ho desired ompha- 
tically to dony'the oorreotnoss of that statement, 
and to assert that the Seoretary of State was not 
swayed in nuy way by political considerations, 
The moré fact that soveral Seorataries of State 
had promoted Sir J. Popa Hennessy showed that 
they did not think him, inoapablo of governing, 
Tho noble earl in his motion asked that the Go. 
vornmont should lay on the tablo ‘soma further 
papersin connexion with this mattor, There wore, 
howoyer, grave roasona why ‘this should not be 
done, In tho first place, thers’ was no imptta- 
tion whatever cast upon the coudacb or the deci. 
gion of Sir Haroules Bobinsoa. The Secretary 
of State had complotely snd entirely exonerated 
him, and ho wns glad tohoar the remarks which 
had fallen from évory noble lord who had spoken 
in this debate'as to Sir H. Robinson's im- 
pirtislity and integrity. ‘Waera this other- 
wiso it would be only fair to him to ley 
alt the papers onthe table. . Tho papers 
ou thig subject were oxtremely voluminoas. 
It the Govornmont gave the report, of Sir 
UE. Robinson it would bo naodssary slso to’ lay 
bifore Parliamont ail the evidence which was 
taken bafore the Commissioner arrived at his 
conslusiqns, There was much of that svidencs 
cwhioh was very irrelevant; and it world then be 
nooessary that the further explanations to bo 
given upon that ovidance shoald also bo Iaid be 
fora Parliament. Agaiy, it would bo necessary 
to Iny before Parliament the whole of "Me, 
Clifford Lloyd's dafence, with charges brought 
by him against tho Governor and the Gnvor- 
nor’s counter-chargés against him. “ More 
over, it wonld be necessary to lay’ upon the 
tablo all the minutes of the Jong” seven days 
which, the Secretary of State gave to the 
vive voces henring of: the ease of Sir J. Pope 
Hennessy The objoct of tha Government in 
sanding Sir J. Pope Hennessy back to the Mau- 
vitias was to restore in some Mengure peacr and 
ood government: to the colony, aad that would 
bp imnossibdle if this, flood of charge and coantor- 
charg®, rocrimination and retort, was to be let 
Toose in the colony té great tha Govornor on his 
return; Therefore ha thought thair lordships 
would agreo with him that it waa not advisable 
to Iny all the papors on the table. It was im- 
passlble to exéroise the usual discretion of a So. 
srotury of State to remove a Governor when 
chargos had beon mado aad an inquiry ordarad to 
prove or disprove them. Tho charges, in the opin- 
inn of ‘the Secretary of State, wore disproved, 
aud two alternatives alone retwained—either to 
ryomove Sir J. Pops Hannesay to another colony: 
or tolet bim return to the Mauritius. Govor- 
norships such ag that of the Maaritine did not 
fall vacant every day, and Sir J: Pops Hennessy 
might bavehad to wait a long time. The Go: 
rerament halfaved that the courss which had 
been adopted was tho best. Sir J. Popo Hen- 
nessy had redeived a warning which no man 
could disregard. Ho had beon warned of tha 
abaolute nacossity: of maintaining o strict im- 
partistity ;-of giving s'carefal consideration to 
tha claims and interests of all persons, whether 
opposed to his policy. or advocating it; ond .of 
working .cordislly with: those who held office 
ander him, and of subordinating his own personal 
views, religious or political, to the general good 
of tho Colony. Ha traated that Sir J, Pope 
Hennessy wonld bear crefully jn mind th so 
racommendatias, but he could not conceal from 
their lordships that should ho fail to justify. the 
decision of the Soototary of Stute, and to sustain 
Lhis, own contention that ho could and would 
govern impartially aud without bias towards race 
and oreod, a grave question would arise as to 
whothor, it would uot ba expediont, withont the 
necessity for further inquiry, in tho intorests of 
the oolouy to substitute some othar Governor 
for Sir J.-Pope Hennessy, Ho trusted that no 
anah nocoasity would over ariss, and that tho 
undonbted energy, ability, and the vatied ox- 
perience of Sir J. Popo Hennessy might. yot 
coutinne to render good and useful porvica to 
Her’ Majesty and .to' hor . colonial Empire.

Tho: Barl of Dunraven regretted to find that 
Her Majosty’s Government wore not going tote: 
additional papers on thosndj ect bofore Parliamen 

The Horl of Rosebory was understood to say it 
appeared to him that. the position of Sir J, Pope 
‘Honnensy on roturniug to the Mauritius would, 
in the olreumstanoss, be an extremoly diffcalt 
one. . And if the addition! papors: corroborated 
the passages to which attantion had been onllod 
in this despatch they would increaso his difficalty 
in proporly fululling his, duties in the colony. 
Any oase of damnation with fainter praise than 
was afforded by. this despatch ho thought their 
lordships would find it. very diffloalt to disnover. 
Her Mojesty’s Government had determined to 
send Sir J. Pope Hennessy baok with a despatch 
which placed his conduct before the inhabitants 
of the oolony ina licht which conld not be con- 
siderad otherwise thau unfavourable, This dis- 
cussion was 8 very paiziful one, and hedid notsee 
how furtber papers .would improve matters. 
Those which had. already been laid on the table 
wore anfflciently condemnatory, and further 
papers woald only inorenss the iflculty. . 

Tho Earl of Milltown observed that it was to 
bo regretted that the evidence taken at the in- 


ministrative: oxporienoy aud tried ability could 
not fail to seaure the follest confidence in the 
important taak which thus devolved apon him, 
He would also acknowledge the obligation undar 
which the Gavernmont lay aleo to Mr. Round, 
who accoptedatemporaryappointmentof secratary 
to tha Commission at considerable personal incou- 
vonionen. The task wees prinful and disagreeable 
one, sid was performed with the greatest impar- 
tinlity; and in the conclnsions arrived at, with the 
exception of one ortwo vory minor points, the 
Scorotary of’ Stata’ aubstontinlly agreed. The 
noble oar] had contended that. while concurring 
in the report, the Scertary of State did not 
carry out ite recommendations, Tn the second 
paragraph of his despatch the Secretary of State 
expresiea his entire agreement in the exercise 
by Sir H. Robison of the authority vestad in 
him as the coutse bast esloulatad to seonre paace 
and ardor in the colony. The Secretary of State 
then telerraphed to Sir J. Popo Henneary to 
come to England at once to give explanations 
with reference to Sir H. Robinson's report. The 
object of that was partty that the Secretary of 
State considered it undasirubls that e suspended 
in in the colony, and partl, 
to hear bis verbal defence,/which lastel seven 
days, It might bo said that in on ingniry of 
this kind. partaking os it did of an almost jndi- 
cial character, the ‘Secretary: of State was not 
justified in acting withou' legal advice. But 
the Searatary of State was infinenced by’ this 
consideration, and called to his agsiatance tho 
Solicitor-General for Seotland, who arrived ‘at 
the same conclusion as the Secretary of State, 
without cousultation—viz., that on the evidence 
the charges wero not provek: His noble friend 
had objected to the expression that this deci- 
sion.bad boon arrived. at without cousultetion 
It wna.an important decision, ond, considering: 
how, voluminons the. evidence was, it wag oe} 
_* Which no ohe could hava arrived’at without con- 
siderable. hesitation. The evidence way by do 
means of the overwhelming character which tlc 
poble lord attributed to it. Of tho BO witnuases, 
96 wore in favour-of the Governor and 38 were 
against him, while cight were neutral. The 
noble earl then attacked the despatcb, which he 
tore into pieows, und quoted a number of para 
graphs which he said would have justified the 
removal of Sir J. Pape Honnessy, but he did not 
read other passages which justified the decision 
actually arrived at. 'The view of the Sooretary 
of State fully agreed with that of Lond Br: 
bourne. Upon the two. serious charges the Se 
oretary of State completely acquitted Sir John, 
Pope Hennessy. The charg-s of maladministra- 
tion and the alleged increasa of crime in conve 
aenos of the remission of sentences had entiraly 
kerr -down.-- bere were no. fewer than 062 
remissions; but of these casea 601 bad been prev 
viously. recommended for remission. Thon the 
Gecretary. of Stato, in paragreph 17, maintained 
that the charge of persecuting British officars 
was not established. Now, baving disposed of 
the serious allegations, what did the others 
amount to? - They amounted ta—first, want of 
tempor and.judgment ; secondly, & neglect to call 
upon” Mr. Ferguson for an explanation before 
writing 1o/ the Secretary of State to censure 
hin; thi osteatations proclamation of 


quiry was taken'in English, as very few. poeple 
present were able to speak or understand Eng- 
lish: properly.
